PASSING OF PIONEER 

After a long and useful life, Mrs. 
Lars Hanson quietly passed away at 
her home, four miles north of of Vul¬ 
can, at one o’clock, on Thursday Feb¬ 
ruary 24, 19J2L 

With the exception of a serious ope¬ 
ration in 1916, she enjoyed strong and 
vigorous health up until two years 
ago, when her eyesight began to fail, 
and although she was ’treated by the 
best doctors in Alberta and B.C., she 
had been almost totally blind for over 
a year. Then last fall she suffered a 
stroke that paralysed her whole right 
tide, and her power of speech, which 
she regained to a certain extent. But 
in spite of all this, her mind was clear 
and her spirits good right to the end. 

Mrs. Hanson was born in Norway, 
November 18, 1860. She and Mr. 
Hanson were married October 23,1876. 
They moved to the United States in 
1880, and lived in South Dakota until 
1889, when they moved again, and this 
time it was Idaho that called them. 
Although at that time S.D. was pretty 
much frontier, Idaho was just a few 
hundred miles more so. Idaho held 
them for seven years then with a 
large bunch of mostly small boys and 
a bunch of horses, Mr. and Mrs. Han¬ 
son rigged up a covered wagon or two 
and pulled back across Montana and 
away into North Dakota, where they 
farmed until the summer of 1904. 

Then, like hundreds of others that 
helped make the west, as long as there 
was a new country they had to be 
there, and so with all the family ex¬ 
cept the oldest boy, Hans, who re¬ 
mained in Dakota, they came by train 
to Stavely, Alberta. They lived there 
that winter and early the following 
spring moved to their present home, 
which at that time was truly he bald 
prairie, having been all burned off by 
a huge prairie fire the fall previous. 

With a good sense of humor and a 
kind and generous heart she made a 
Kood pioneer and neighbor, just one 
that helps make this world a much 
better place in whiish to live.' She is 
survived by her husband and nine 
children, namely, Hans, in North Da¬ 
kota; Ole, Martin, Ed, Magnus, Louie, 
Sam, and Mrs. Hill, all of Vlucan, 
and Mrs. Oliver Anderson who resides 
in Bellingham, Wash. T hey a ll h a ve 
families, except Ed and Sam, who are 
unmarried. 

The funeral service was held on 
Monday at the home by Rev. J. N.

RE REST ROOM 

At the regular meeting of tho Kirk- 
dale local U.F.A. /Lake McGregor) 
held recently the matter of the Vulcpn 
rest room was brought up for discus¬ 
sion. There is a very decided opinion 
here, and we believe with several of 
the neighboring locals also, that it is 
very discourteous of Vulcan to say the 
least of it, and also poor business on 
the part of the merchants rto-ask the 
farmers to support this rest room. 
Our argument is that we farmers in 
outlying districts spend a great deal 
of money every year in stopping over 
night, meals, etc., and that by far the 
most of this money is spent in the ho¬ 
tel, yet on the few occasions we are 
able to bring in our wives or daugh¬ 
ters for them to do some shopping, or j 
for recreation, the town refuses to 
give them the simplest kind oi- wel 
come or accommodation. This rest 
room is an absolute necessity for wo¬ 
men visiting the town, and there was 
strong feeling expressed that if the 
town did not appreciate their business 
sufficiently to furnish this accommo¬ 
dation, that the best way would be to 
keep away from there altogether, or 
to use it only when absolutely neces¬ 
sary. They suggested sending away 
to the mail order houses for their re¬ 
quirements as much as possible, and 
going to other towns, such as Gleichen 
and Chiny. It hardly looks right that 
a town like Vulcan which depends en¬ 
tirely upon the support of us farmers 
for its existence, should go ahead and 
build a $12,000 skating rink, golf 
course, tennis ground, etc., anff then 
not provide a little accommodation for 
our women folks.—Com.

LEGISLATIVE COSTS 


Expenditures <A>n legislative sala¬ 
ries in the provinces of Canada totai 
$2,931,360, says the Calgary Herald. 
That sum does not go to staffs, only 
for cabinet ministers, members of le¬ 
gislative bodies, speakers and so on. 
Comparing Alberta with the rich, po¬ 
pulous and settled province of Ontario, 
it is found that the per capita cost of 
legislators is .08 in Ontario and .37 in 
Alberta. Indeed, Alberta’s expense in 
this connction is the highest in the do¬ 
minion. Ontario pays her premier 
$9,000, and Alberta $8,500. Ontario 
has nine ministers at $6,000 each, and 
we have eight at $6,000. Alberta’s 
speaker is paid $100 a year less than 
the Ontario speaker, or $2,500. Onta¬ 
rio pays the members of the legisla¬ 
ture $1,400 a year. Alberta, with a 
freer use of the people’s money, and 
having no doubt, a considerably high¬ 
er standard of brain po wer in its legis¬ 
lature, pays the members $2,000 a 
year. So that, all in all, while Ontario 
has 111 members, and Alberta only 61, 
the total spent on legislative salaries 
in Ontario is $231,000 an^ in Alberta 
$200,000. Saskatchewan pays her le¬ 
gislators $1,800 a year and Manitoba, 
$1,500. Saskatchewan’s bill for these 
services, with two more members than 
Alberta, is $32,100 less than the bill of 
this province.

in chewing gum in a month. In the 
ild days the liquor problem used bo 
:ost the people of the United States 
110,000,000 every Saturday night in- 
tead of every year. If prohibition 
■eally prohibited, it w6uld be a won- 
erf ul thing—and remarkably cheap at 
he price. But it will cost infinitely 
nore than' $10,000,000 a year to get 
he appetite out of the American 
leopLe. And until that appetite is 
;one, all the laws and enforcement le- 
■ies that Washington can make will 
lot have much effect on the situation. 


CONTRIBUTING TO 

HER OWN STARVATION 


Although the United States rrtay 
find it expedient at present to raise 
her duty on wheat above the present 
30 per cent, the day will come when 
she will not only drop her tariff wall 
but offer premiums on wheat imported 
from Canada. With a population grow¬ 
ing at a far greater rate than her pro¬ 
ductive ability, the United States is 
bound to come to a point when she can 
no longer feed herself. Her only re¬ 
source then will be to turn to Canda, 
a country whose productive ability is 
growing at a far greater rate than her 
population. Every additional cent of 
tariff the United States erects now 
against Canadian wheat will increase 
her difficulties in getting Canadian 
wheat when she wants it badly. In 
subscribing to the tariff mania of the 
Republican party, the United States 
is simply cohtributing to her own 
starvation.—Vancouver Sun. 


The members of the British Labor 
government who talked, of reducing 
ministerial salaries a/e said to be ra¬ 
ther upset at the expenses to which 
they find themselves connected in 
their new offices. Experience is a very 
good teacher and these men will no 
doubt alter their view point on many 
national problems before they are in 
power many moons. 


Although Great Britain has replac¬ 
ed Canada as the best customer of 
Uncle Sam, this country’s purchases of 
goods from the United States remains 
large, and the Canadian market ab¬ 
sorbs about fifteen per cent, of the 
goods exported by the country to the 
south. Canada, this year, will pur¬ 
chase about $72 worth, qf American 
goods for each man, woman and child 
in this country—an average of over 
$350 a family. The United States will 
purchase about $3 worth of Canadian 
goods for each person in that country, 
or about $15 per family. The Ameri¬ 
can purchases will amount to about 
$40 per capita of the Canadian popula¬ 
tion. In other words, each Canadian 
spends about $32 per annum more in 
the United States than he sells that 
country. 


THE PACKERS’ REVENUE 

Out of every dollar he receives fdr 
his product, the meat packer, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. department of agricul¬ 
ture, pays 88 cents or thereabouts for 
his raw materials—the livestock rais¬ 
ed on the farm. Out of the margin be¬ 
tween wrhat he pays and what he gets, 
the packer pays taxes, wages, all ope¬ 
rating costs, and gets his return on 
his capital. The dollar on which .the 
calculations are based, represents the 
packers’-receipts from all sources, by¬ 
products and all.

THE GREATEST MENACE 


In the annual report of the provinci¬ 
al police, Gen. Victor Williams, chief 
commissioner, states that there is still 
a large illicit trade in liquor carried on 
in the province. The sources of supply 
he- says, are administered “in a very 
highly organized and systematized 
manner by men who finance the under¬ 
taking and have developed such a 
smooth working system through their 
agents that they themselves are prac¬ 
tically immune, in fact, often un¬ 
known”. Among the sources are the 
Quebec border, the Manitoba boundary 
and the breweries and distilleries, 
ostensibly for export. But a much 
.greater menace, he says, is the home 
made liquor handled by bootleggers 
and put in fraudulently labelled bot¬ 
tles. A newer and serious offender 
of recent months in the bootlegger 
druggist. The ooihmissioner spoke of 
the recurrence of the epidemic of 
crimes of violence. It is a reflex of 
that in the Uhited States.

PROVINCIAL NEWS 


Something must be done to save the 
ranching industry in the short grass 
country of Alberta, is the opinion of 
the Livestock Men’s Protective Asso¬ 
ciation. They want a reduction in tax¬ 
es on lease lands. The combination of ] 
provincial taxes now amounts to 3\ 
cents per acre. Premier Greenfield 
gave a sympathetic hearing to the de¬ 
mand. 


The population of Great Britain is 
two millions greater than when the 
war ended. 

Concerted action will be taken 
shortly by Alberta farmers in connec¬ 
tion with a drive for the Alberta 
wheat pool. Every farmer should join. 

The province of Alberta has estab¬ 
lished a record in the production of 
wheat over a 26 year period. The av¬ 
erage yield this year was 28 bushels to 
the acre. 

Word comes from Ontario that the 
recent snow storm was a record- break¬ 
er. A farmen near Mitchell had his 
windmill covered in a snow drift 40 
feet high. 

By the end of January, the Canadi¬ 
an Pacific railway, on its Alberta lir.es 
had moved about 80,000,000 bushels of 
the 1923 crop, practically all wheat. 
This breaks all existing records. 

R. G. Dinning, the new liquor com¬ 
missioner, is making a tour of the 
southern part of this province, when 
he will no doubt decide upon where 
vendor Stores will be established. 

Twenty head of bndalo frorr. the 
V L'.inwright park will he :hipo »d int i 
the Vukon for the establishment of a 
buffalo park at White Horse. The buf¬ 
falo have been purchased by Robort 
Lowe of White Horse. ^ 

Demands for registered seed grain 
"from the provincial government co¬ 
operative marketing plant continue to 
come in. During the past week or two 
heavy shipments of this seed have 
been made to eastern houses, and 
other places. 

Slim Haynes, the famous baseball 
player of Stavely has decided he is 
now too old to play the game this year 
but Slim has made a similar declara¬ 
tion every year for the past forty 
years and he is still going strong. 

The outbreak of foot and mouth di¬ 
sease in the western states is' causing 
apprehension to federal authorities 
and every effort is being made to pro¬ 
tect cattlemen of this country against 
the admission of the disease into the 
country. * 

It is announced by the United Grain 
Growers that a grain elevator, with a 
capacity of a million and a half bush¬ 
els, to cost between one and a h ilf and 
two million dollars, will be built at 
Vancouver for the association. Con¬ 
struction will be commenced this year, 
it is expected, but it is unlikely t>o be 
finished in time to handle the 1924 
crop. 

Six or seven thousand Finns are 
waiting to emigrate to Canada because 
of the closing of the Finnish quota to 
the United States, according to Martin 
Maurd, representative of the Swedish- 
American line. Maurd prophesied that 
there would be a great wave of immi¬ 
gration from Scandinavian countries 
to Canada during 1924.

BIG STAVELY FIRE 

A conflagration which was one of 
the most disastrous in southern Alber¬ 
ta broke out in Stavely at 2:30 o’clock 
last Sunday morning and was not un¬ 
der control until the entire business 
district of the town was wiped out and 
the residence district threatened. The 
loss is placed at approximately $200,- 
000.00 and the buildings consumed 
were the Bank of Commerce, Brand’s 
store, Stavely hotel, four restaurants, 
Stavely Trading Co.,- Fleming’s pool 
rooms, the Hopkins office building, 
town secretary’s office, Stavely Hard¬ 
ware and furniture store, barber shop, 
Walker’s implement warehouse, Paris 
cafe and Stavely meat market. The 
fire was discovered in the rear of the 
then unoccupied hotel and the volun¬ 
teer fire brigade responded promptly 
and were getting the flames under 
control when a wind arose and made 
the conditions unmanageable for them. 
The Calgary fire department was sent 
for and responded and succeeded in 
saving. the residential part of the 
town. The loss is covered by about 
$60,000 Insurance. This is the fourth 
fire that has occurred in Alberta of 
which the origin looks suspicious. 
At Crossfield and Nanton the.buildings 
where the fire started were unoccupied 
as was the case at Stavely. Meanwhile 
there is a rumor that the I.W.W.’s are 
implicated and detectives are investi¬ 
gating and all towns are well advised 
to maintain a night watchman for a 
month or so until the mania has pass¬ 
ed off. 

DAIRY INDUSTRY 

Remarkable progress of the dairy 
industry is shown in the report of 
Dairy Commissioner Marker, who 
dwells upon the great improvement in 
quality of cream and creamery butter 
through the grading systems. The 
production of butter was as follows: 

1922— 16,417,070 from 64 creameries; 

1923— 17,760,000 from 76 creameries. 
The production of cheese has grown as 
follows: 1922—931,992 lbs. from 14 
factories; 1923—1,860,000 lbs. from 13 
factories. There were 67 cream grad¬ 
ers at work during the season. So 
successful has been the grading sys 
ten^that creamery butter from the 
province has taken its place 8n thi 
markets of Britain, 20,000 boxes hav¬ 
ing been shipped direct to British 
firms from Alberta creameries. 

In three s^ort years Alberta has be¬ 
come an exporting instead of an im¬ 
porting province with respect to eggs. 
Last season 61,366 cases of eggs were 
exported this being, the net export 
over import of eggs. It is estimated 
also that 3,500,000 lbs. of live stock 
were marekted during the year by Al¬ 
berts farmers. The marketing service 
conducted by the government has 
grmfrn tremendously, the following 
figpres being some indication: 1917, 
13*000 doz. eggs; 69,000 lbs. poultry. 
1918, 137,900 doz. eggs; 76,000 lbs. 
poultry. 1919, 77,000 doz. eggs; 110,- 
000 lbs. poultry. 1920, 169,000 dez. 
eggs; 246,000 lbs. poultry. 1921, 178,- 
000 doz: eggs; 657,000 lbs. poultry. 
1922, 435,000 doz. eggs; 926,000 lbs. 
poultry. 

Other reports of the department in¬ 
clude those of field crops, commission¬ 
er, demonstration farms, provincial 
veterinarian, women’s extension serv¬ 
ice, publicity commissioner, game com¬ 
missioner, college of agriculture and 
schools of agriculture. 

THE RECORD CROP 

A record of the greatest crop in the 
history of the province is contained in 
the annual report of the provincial de¬ 
partment of agriculture submitted to 
the legislature the past week. Not 
only was the quantity of grain pro¬ 
duced greater than in any,other year, 
but the quality of much of it was un¬ 
usually high. Furthermore, great ad¬ 
vance was made in diversified farming 
and in the growth of fodder crops, of 
which corn was a particular success in 
southern Alberta, as well as sweet 
clover. The livestock industry, too, 
shows a very t considerable improve¬ 
ment over former years. All this is 
emphasized in the report of Deputy 
Minister H. A. Craig, and brought out 
in detail in the reports of the various 
branches. The following are a few 
comparative crop figures for 1923 and 
1922: 

Wheat production, 1923, 167,266,084 
bus.; 1922, 65,776,693 bus. Average 
per acre, 1923, 28 bus.; 1922, 11.6 bus. 
Yield, all field crops, 1923 305,340,697 
bus.; 1922, 110,860,329 bus. Value fod¬ 
der and field crops, 1923, $171,026,804; 
1922, $100,642,384. Value of all pro¬ 
ducts, including grain, dairy, poultry, 
wool, game, etc., 1923, $223,814,304; 
1922, $150,488,699. 

In the cattle industry better demand 
and better prices prevailed last year, 
according to the liyestock commission¬ 
er. The sheep industry is flourishing 
and the production of hogs has 
increased wonderfully. 

The livestock shipments for the year 
were as follows: Horses—local 4,724, 
export 9,331; total 14,066. Cattle— 
local 104,967, export 49,343; total 164,- 
312. 

A despathc from London, England, 
states that signs of a revival of trade 
between Germany and Canada are in^, 
dicated there. Several German firms 
have inquired recently as to whether 
the Dominion can supply at competi¬ 
tive prices, canned and dried fruits, 
which are i>ow purchased elsewhere 
by the German house*.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Alberta has 61 members to legislate 
for about the same number of people 
that Toronto’s city council governs. 

The federal member for south On¬ 
tario announces that a new $5,000,000 
harbor will be begun at Oshawa this 
year. This is another evidence of eco¬ 
nomy, as practised by our politicians. 

Canada’s national wealth is estimat¬ 
ed at $22,482,841,182 or $2,500 per 
head of the popluation according to a 
report issued by the dominion bureau 
of statistics'. Agriculturists-are cre¬ 
dited with holdings of $6,592,351,789. 

One in every 662> Americans now is, 
on the payroll of Henry"Ford. He has 
about 163,000 employes. Making al¬ 
lowances for children, housewives and 
old people, not more than 30 million 
Americans actually work for wages or 
salaries or profits. And of these Ford 
employs about one in every 200. 

Handling of United States farmer 
settlers expected to move to Canadian 
prairie lands this spring was the prin ¬ 
cipal subject discussed at a conference 
f ctionization men hell i i Winnipeg. 
Indications are, it was declared, that 
the movement across the border into 
Canada this year wall be greater than 
it has been for some time. 

The port of Vancouver has passed in 
actual shipments of gTain to date this 
season the entire crop movement of 
the previous season over the western 
route. About 20,000,000 bushe's of 
grain have been moved so far this crop 
year, as compared with 19,200,000 for 
the whole of the previous season. 
About 17,000,000 bushels of grain are 
booked for February, the heaviest de¬ 
mand that has ever been made on the 
elevator.

Total coal production in Alberta for 
1923 was 6,866,923 tons, compared 
with 5,976,432 tons in. 1922. Of the 
1923 production, a total of 1,382,788 
tons was for consumption in the pro¬ 
vince, and 1,937,753 tons went to other 
provinces, and 83,557 to the U.S. 

Net reductions of the provincial civil 
service staff during the year 1923 to¬ 
talled 128, there having been 207 re¬ 
tirements and only 79 appointments to 
the permanent staff, according to the 
report of the civil service commis¬ 
sioner. 

The boys’ demonstration team from 
the Claresholm school of agriculture, 
Alberta, won the championship ban¬ 
ner and gold watches for the demon¬ 
strations given at the recent farm 
products exposition at Winnipeg. The 
girls’ team from Olds school, while 
winning third only, gave a very credit¬ 
able performance. * 

Samples of straw board made from 
Alberts straw have been received by 
Premier Greenfield from the Montreal 
laboratory of., the Dominion Forestry 
branch. The premier has had the ex- 1 
periments conducted in order to inves- j 
tigate the possibilities of the use of! 
/traw from Alberta grain fields in this 
way. The samples received indicate I 
there are real possibilitise in this line.: 

Shipments of wheat from Southern 
Alberta this year have been unusually \ 
heavy. The record so far appears to 
be held by Vulcan, from wljich point, j 
up to the middle of January, 1,700,000 
bushels of grain, of which 1,500,000 
bushels was wheat, had been shipped, j 
Other points having shipments of over j 
a million bushels,, were: Barons,! 
Champion, Blackie, Claresholm, Gran- j 
um and Woodhouse. 

The series of short courses being' 
held at various points in the piovince) 
by the department of agriculture for | 
farmers is meeting with much success, I 
there beings good attendances. At 
Bindloss nearly 200 attended, and an¬ 
other good course was held at Glei- 
chen. During the past week, courses 
were held at Vermilion and Vegreville. 
Next week the courses are at Smoky 
Lake and St. Paul, and later courses 
will be held in the Grande Prairie and 
Peace River districts. 

Alberta people spent more money 
at theatres and amusements during 
1923 than in 1922 the amusement tax 
returns show. The total collected in 
1923 was $203,992.49 against $183,- 
993.61 in 1922. During the year six¬ 
teen pictures were condemned by the 
censor board. A total of 1,518 per¬ 
mits were granted. In addition to this 
the provincial secretary’s report shows 
the total collected from motor vehic¬ 
les to be $742,573.60 for 1923 compar¬ 
ed with $716,873.25 for 1922; corpora¬ 
tions tax $476,609.36 in 1923 compar¬ 
ed with $462,691.33 in 1922; gasoline 
tax $241,247.00 in 1923 against $185,- 
118.00 in 1922; mine owners tax $247,- 
161.14 compared with $282,690 in 1922. 
Coal mines yielded $6,333.89 in 1923 
compared with $6,565.79 in 1922. Li¬ 
censes and fees collected from compa¬ 
nies totalled $36,231.75 compared with 
$40,395.31 in 1 922. During the year 
241 companies were incorporated in 
the province with a total capital of 
$16,226,000.

Just why this has been 
tent to the farmers needs mo explana¬ 
tion, as all who read it through will 
have no trouble in answering tljat 
question. This pamphlet however en¬ 
deavors to show the farmer the awful 
plight he is in financially at the pres¬ 
ent time and the great need of long 
term loans at a low rate of interest 
which he is of course unable to obtain 
because of the fact that a few years 
ago tire farmer saw fit bo return to 
Edmonton a farmer government, 
which in turn in^pjter to repay the 
farmer for his vote passed legislation 
protecting the farmer, to some extent, 
from undue action and foreclosures by 
the loan companys, and endeavoring to 
show that the very legislation intend¬ 
ed to be of benefit to the farmer, in¬ 
stead has caused him untold discom¬ 
fort and hardship, because of the fact 
that the new legislation practically 
cut away all rights of the loan compa¬ 
nies, and they were therefore compel¬ 
led to discontinue loaning money in 
Alberta. Let us see if this new' legis¬ 
lation was the cause of four dry 
year arid crop failures; or of two 
years of grasshoppers, duting which 
time many of the farmers did not get 
time to forget for a moment tl at the 
loan companies had been good enough 
to let them have a few thousand dol¬ 
lars some time before, and the bal¬ 
ance of the farmers many a time had 
occasion to thank heaven that th. y did 
not have a loan company to prod him 
on. I ask, what had the government 
to do nvith the times we have been 
passing through? Perhaps the bear¬ 
ing of half the expenses of poistqjnng 
grasshoppers by the government may 
have had something to do in making 
times hardel^Sr the farmer, 1mt did 
it? The loan company would like us 
to believe that if we had not had that 
farmer government in power, and con¬ 
sequently that bad legislation, there 
would have been'lots of easy money 
for us all during the past five years 
and nq body would have ever known 
that we had dry years or grasshop¬ 
pers. I wonder if that legislation had 
not been put on the statute books, 
would the loan companies have been 
failing over each other during the past 
few years to loan money to the farm¬ 
ers? It is refreshing to note that the 
loan companies are getting so inter¬ 
ested in the farmers of Alberta and 
we will be looking forward to a sub¬ 
stantial decrease in the interest rates 
shortly. Then again we wonder if this 
is all true and what it all means. The 
pamphlet says that the mortgage com j- 
panies are not caring where they in¬ 
vest their money. The world is wide 
and why should they care whether 
they invest in the east or west. The 
real and only sufferer is the Alberta 
farmer. Isn’t it strange the U. F. A.. 
as a body, did not take this matter up 
and have it rectified before now if the 
larmer is suffering so much. If the 
loan companies are not worrying 
about investing money in Alberta, I 
what are they worrying about? I am 
of the" opinion that the tightness of 
money for the past few years wee the 
best thing that could have hapoer.ea 
to the farmers of Alberta, as many of- 
them would havaJrgrfiowe d money on 
their farms or stock if it had been 
easy to get. But they had to do with¬ 
out, and they are today thankful that 
they did not get it: A great many 
farmers are beginning to feel that the 
only safe way is to go according to 
their means and build a new house or 
barn when they can afford it, rather 
than sink their farm, perhaps for all 
j time, in the hands of a mortgage com¬ 
pany. The pamphlet referred to ap¬ 
pears to me to be propoganda against 
the farmer government, instead of 
sympathy for the farmer, and I be¬ 
lieve the majority of farmers will look 
at it the same way. I would suggest 
that if the loan companies do not care 
to loan money to Alberta farmers, 
that they loan a few millions to the 
different western provinces to enable 
them to establish good sound provin¬ 
cial wheat pools, so that the farmer 
will be able to get a fair prj^e for 
what he produces, and we won’t worry 
whether we can get loans on our 
farms or not.

THE PRESBYTERY 

The semi-annual meeting of the 
Presbytery of High River was held in 
Chalmers church, High River, on Fri¬ 
day, February 22nd. All the minis¬ 
ters of the Presbytery and five lay¬ 
men were present. Much routine bu¬ 
siness was conducted. Rev. J. N. 
Brunton of Vulcan, Rev. G. W. Lang^ 
illo^pf Granum,4dr. Wm. Blair of High 
Rivet and Mr. H. D. Johnson of Cay¬ 
ley were elected commissioners to the 
general assembly which meets ' at 
Owen Sound on June 4th. Pre bytery 
recommended that'Rev. F, Connal be 
continued on the Foot Hill m suon 
field as pastor of the same for another 
year and it was also recommended 
that student missionaries be asked for 
Tongue Creek, Alston, Harmony, En¬ 
sign and -Spring Point.. Mr. Kidd, 
c ha inn an of the general interests com¬ 
mittee, recommended that the follow¬ 
ing be the. allocations for the budget 
for 1924. His recommendations were 
adopted: High River and Cayley, $700; 
Nanton and Parkland, $600; Granum 
and Jumbo Valley, $600; Vulcan, $600; 
Okotoks and Aldersydc, $600; Clares- 
holm, $500; Gladys and Dinton, $200; 
Tongue Creek (Upper and Lower), 
$100; Foot Hills, $100. Total, $4000. 

The clerk wa's oommanded to send a 
a letter to the chairman of the board 
of Managers in each congregation, in¬ 
forming him that the Presbytery re- 
comhiends the appointment of a fin¬ 
ance committee in every congr. gation 
where at present no such committee is 
functioning and one of the duties of 
said committee will be to count, along 
with the treasurer of the church, all 
loose collections taken at any and 
every religious meeting held by the 
congregation during the year, and take 
a record of the same before said col¬ 
lections are taken in charge by the 
treasurer. This will act as a safe¬ 
guard of the good name of the treas¬ 
urer. and will tend to protect the con¬ 
gregation from injury from unwar¬ 
ranted rumors of misappropriation of 
iunds. Mrs. Babb of Nanton was ap¬ 
pointed children’s worker..

Recommendations from the Synod 
and remits from the assembly were 
considered.

No action was 
taken on the remit, re deaconesses 
sitting in the church courts with men. 
The ordination of women who have 
qualified themselves for work for 
which they are adapted, and for which 
church ordains men, was approved. It 
was agreed to hold the next regular 
meeting of the Presbytery in Vulcan. 
There will be a public meeting in the 
evening. The purpose of this meeting 
is for the deepening of the spiritual 
life of the members of Presbytery. 
Rev. J. N. Brunton, Rev. O. R. Lavers 
and Mr. H. D. Johnson are saddled 
with the responsibility of planning for 
the evening meeting.

Navigation of the St. Lawrence 
Fiver is expected to open early in the 
month of April. According to pre¬ 
liminary schedules issued by the va¬ 
rious steamship companies operating 
between Canadian Atlantic porta 
and Europe, 192 ships will visit the 
port of Quebec in 1924. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
inaugurated as a special feature the 
serving of afternoon tea regularly 
on all dining, cafe and buffet car* 
throughout the system. The taste¬ 
ful little menu which the company 
provides includes tea, coffee, choco¬ 
late, toast, muffins, cake, ice cream 
and preaervea at reaaonable prices. 

The Spiller Company, a great 
British concern with $160,000,009 
capital, .has completed arrangements 
for the establishment of facilities in 
Canada which will antail aa outlay 
ef $6,000,000 to finish th* plant of 
the Alberta Flour Mills in Calgary, 
with another $2,000,000 to build aa 
elevator at Vancouver. 

The second of the two large paper 
machines recently installed by the 
Belgo-Canadian Paper Company at 
Shawinigan Falls, Que., has com¬ 
menced operations. Ths machine, 
which is the product of the Domin¬ 
ion Engineering Company, is new 
producing newsprint. It will be 
ituned up and is expected to-prqduce 
la cemmercial grade of newsprint at 
\>r above its daily capacity of 75 
tons in the near future. 


Exports of pulpwood from Canada 
for the year 1923 amounted to 1,- 
384,230 cords, compared with 1,011,- 
332 for 1922, an increase of 372,$9* 
cords or 35 per Cent. The 1923 fig¬ 
ures are equivalent to about 900,000 
tons of newsprint, the amount which 
can he manufactured from that 
amount of wood. 

C. E E. Ussher, General Passen¬ 
ger Traffic Manager, and E. J. 
Hebert, First Assistant General 
Passenger Agent, of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, have bee* present¬ 
ed with medals by the French Gov¬ 
ernment, in recognition ef their ser- 
vices to the French Exhibition train 
in Canada in 1921. The medals 
take the form of tablets on small 
stands. 

Attention has been drawn once 
more by airship experts in London, 
England, to the fact that the only 
known supply of helium gas in the 
British Empire exists in the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta, that 10,000,000 feet 
of this gas is going to waste an¬ 
nually in this province and that the 
possibility of establishing an air¬ 
ship base at some future date in Al¬ 
berta is being discussed. " 

Canada’s fisheries production dur¬ 
ing 1923 is estimated to be worth 
$40,000,000. At the beginning of 
the year it was not thought that 
anything like this mark would be 
reached, for the Fordney tariff had 
cut deeply into exports to the United 
States. But as the year wore on the 
demand and prices generally im¬ 
proved, thus giving fishermen along 
the Atlantic coast especially a much 
better price.
